WASHINGTON.-(/P)—The Roosevelt 


administration announced the dismissal 
of 10 WPA employes in Pennsylvania 
for political acitivty Friday and made 
whnl was widely interpreted as an 
'effort to swing the C. I. 0'. behind the 
Democratic ticket in that state. 
.Harry. L. Hopkins, Works Pjrpgrqss 
Administrator, disclosed that the 10 
employes had been dismissed and eight 
others penalized for "politica laclivi- 
lics for rival candidates" in the recent 
bitter primary campaigns. Other WPA 
spokesmen said the names of those af- 
fected were on file at Harrisburg, and 
that they assumed Ihey were minor 
officials or "slraw bosses." 


John L. Lewis, whose C. I. O. lickel 


in Ihe Pennsylvania Democratic pri- 
mary was beaten by candidates of the 
state Democratic organization, was a 
luncheon guest at the White House.

what is meant by recovery? 


A great factory breaks down. An 


engineer is called in. The owner tells 
him he wants tho engineer to make the 
plant go again. Being an engineer, he 
sees there are great organic defects in 
Ihe machines. He asks the owner: 


"What do you mean by 'making this 


plant go again'? This is a steam plant. 
Do you want this machinery ripped 
out and the modem electrical ma- 
chines installed? Or do you want to 
make this steam plant work? Do you 
wish me to lake out all these defective 
parts and put in new and belter ones 
and re-arrange'the machinery a little 
so that it can resume work at full ef- 
fectiveness and continue to go? Or do 
you wish me to leave it as it is, but 
merely patch il up here and Iherc lo 
get it started, even though it may 
break down again before the season is 
over? 
I can do this job any way 


you want. But I must know what you 
want." 


Now then, what baout this great na- 


tional economic machine of ours? 
Clearly the people do not wish to 
scrap it and put in a new plant—com- 
munist, fascist or socialist. We want 
to use the existing machinery. 


'But how long- do we want that ma- 


chinery to containue to go? Do we 
want lo rearrange il a lillle, lake 
•ml old defective parts and put in now 
ones, make a real repair job so thai 
when the machinery starts it will con- 
tinue to run at highest effectiveness 
for an indefinite time? Or do we 
merely want to patch il, make a few 
adjustments and get il slarlcd even 
though il may break down in a year or 
two or three—break down worse than 
ever? 


In 1933 the administration started its 


.spending program. 
Any 
economist 


could have told it—and .did tell it— 
that if this wa.s kept up it would 
bring what would be called recovery. 
But any economist could and did 
warn il that it could not last more 
than three or four years. It lasted 
only three. 


It is now possible to produce thai

Railroad Remedy 


Rep. Pettengill Would Put 


All Transportation on 


Equal Basis 


NEW YORK. - W - Congressman 


Samuel B. Pettengill (Dem., ln<j.) pro- 
posed Friday night a program of "equal 
rights" to remedy the "critical" rail- 
road situation. In an address before 
the new York Railroad Club he said: 


"We have got to stop making the 


railroads the goat. If not, the govern- 
ment will have to feed the goat and, 
who nthe roads feed off the govern- 
ment, deficits will be devasating. 


"The railroad disease is complicated 


and chronic. But the remedy is sim- 
ple. It can be stated in eight words: 
"Equal rights for all; special privileges 
for none.' Then let the best man win. 
If under the time-tried prescription 
the rails cannot survive, let them fol- 
low the canal boat and the horsecar to 
the museum." 


He urged that the government cease 


competition by sale of the Federal 
Barge Line and that it "stop subsidiz- 
ing the railroads' competitors—al rail- 
road expense." 


He recommended adoption of the 


Petcngill long and short haul bill, al- 
ready passed twice by the house and 
now on the senate calendar, and appli- 
cation of the long and short haul rule 
"to all transportation agencies or 
none." 


"Put all freight, mail f.nd passenger 


rate-making for all carriers," he con- 
linucd, "under one body—railroads, 
trucks, pipeline, coastwise, intcrcoastal. 
Great lakes and river shipping and 
aviation—and make that body next in 
dignity, importance and inedependence 
to tho Supreme Court."

Between .these two 
programs—the government's spending 
program and the private business pro- 
gram—there 
is really not much to 


choose. 


And yet it is a profoundly disturb- 


ing fact that what people now want is 
the patching process—they want to 
get the machinery started somehow. 
And what is more, they want this 
patched-up machinery to grind out 
•immeasurable abundance. The public 
mind has been utterly poisoned by 
the promisers 
of 
abundancy—from 


Hoover who would end poverty to 
Roosevelt who promised the abundant 
life for all. 


There is no use therefore, in urg- 


ing an overhauling of the machinery. 
The people will not stand for it now. 
The mood for that was present in

U. S. Circuit Court agreed with the 


colleges that football is an important 
part of education and thus an essential 
function of govrcnment, but Circuit 
Judge Joseph C. Hutcheson of Hous- 
ton, Texas, dissented so hotly that the 
government adopted most of his ar- 
gument on appeal to the Supreme 
Couirt. 


The government contended it was 


the spectators and not the colleges 
who paid the taxes and therefore the 
colleges had no right.to withhold the1 
money from te treasury. 


Not only is athletics inessential to 


a college, the government 
contended, 


but at isn't even run by the .colleges. 
It pointed out'that an athletic. asso- 
ciation at the Georgia colleges hired 
the coaches, paid rents on the field and 
even supplied the schools with money' 
for scholarships with which lo canvass 
the country for desirable foolball ma- 
terial. The schools didn't scout for 
scholars, the government suggested. 


The colleges contended that the 


framers of the constitution left the 
state free to provide public educa- 
tion as a government function, but 
the treasury lawyers ironically re- 
plied: 


'Wo hazard the statement that the 


members of the Constitutional Con- 
vonlion would dobut that 22 men 
playing a game wiht a ball constituted 
an essential .governmental function. 


"And we do not conceive rhtal the 


sovereign functions of the State of 
Georgia are in any sense dependent 
on the success of the (colleges') foot- 
ball teams."
